PAPER IS 
THROUGH ALL CLASSES FRANCIS FORCED OUTj BEING CONSIDERED

York.

7 .— W ar 
has 
caused an increase of crime and de­ 
prav ity am ong the German people, 
according to an analysis published 
by the Berlin Vorwaerts. T he paper 
recalls that at the beginning of the 
war, prophets spoke of a “ steel bath 
in the waters of which the morals 
of the German people would recup­ 
erate. 
“ Since A ugust 4, 19 14,” says the 
Vorwaerts, 
‘‘we 
hav e allow ed 
the 
blessings of this bath to act on us 
with steadily increasing v igor and the 
result is a moral condition of health 
of the German people of which the 
com pilations 
of 
criminal statistics 
giv e conv incing reports. 
These tell 
us of the steadily increasing number 
of crim es of brutality, and serious 
crimes against property and a glance 
at any newspaper confirms the hor­ 
ribly increasing num ber of robberies 
and burglaries in the cities and as 
well as in rural districts. 
System ­ 
atically organized and m ethodically 
operating bands of 
robbers m enace 
continually life and property of ‘res­ 
pectable citizens.’ 
“ Also honesty of the latter has 
suffered 
a 
perceptible 
‘crack’ 
and 
here the influence of the steel bath 
is directly prov ed. 
We do not fear 
that we are disclosing any state-en­ 
dangering secret when w e announce 
the fact that at present there pro­ 
bably are few German subjects left 
who hav e not in som e m ore or less 
$erious manner v iolated the existing 
gov ernm ent 
decrees and laws and 
m ade them selv es liable 
to 
punish­ 
m ent.” 
The Vorwaerts, then cites the in­ 
stances of the citizen, who on S un­ 
days goes to the country to buy food 
for hoarding purposes, or the proud 
wife of the owner of a large estate, 
whose chickens “ lay” eggs only for 
a mark apiece, of the w ife of the 
First lieutenant who sells the food 
articles receiv ed from her husband 
at the front at fancy prices and the 
army of usurers, secret traders and 
forgers. 
The Vorwaerts then dw ells on the 
effect of the steel bath on the grow ­ 
ing generation and cites com plaints 
by the clergy and teachers to show' 
that deprav ity is one of its results. 
The paper calls attention to what 
it 
describes as the “ fruits of the 
best education as shown during the 
Radeck — Bernstorff libel case.” 
It 
adds: “ When refined cav aliers of the 
most prom inent society 
apply 
the 
most common nam es to each other 
and box each other’s ears, then no 
one has the right to claim for one 
certain class, decency and well-be- 
hav ior. 
“ The steel bath exerts its effects 
on ev eryone and splashes ov er the 
home of the proletariat as well as 
ov er the play room in the family of 
the count.” concludes 
the 
Berlin 
publication.

defeat the allied plans.

It has been dev eloped 
that the big factories in Chile can

PROTEST 
MEETING 
OPPOSITE 
W H IT E HOUSE ENDS IN Ali­ 
li EST OF LEADERS 


Fo ch and Retain Heralded 
As Sav io rs o f France and 
Are Giv en Ho no rs 


Washington, Aug. 6 — Police 
this 
afternoon prev ented a protest meet­ 
ing of suffragists in Lafayette park, 
opposite the White House. 
As the chairman began to speak a 
*QUad of more than a dozen police­ 
men rushed to the base of the monu­ 
ment to Marquis Lafayette where the 
speakers were standing, and inform­ 
ed the women that they were under 
arrest. 
More than 50 arrests Vere made, 
among them Miss Alice Paul, presi- 
lent of the National W o m a n ’s party. 
The women, banners and regalia all 
were hustled into patrol wagons and 
turried to police headquarters. 
W arn ed of Arrest. 
The arrests were 
made on com­ 
plaint of Col. C. N, Ridley, superin- 
endent of publiegrounds and build­ 
ings, who earlier in the day hinted 
chat the meeting would be broken up 
by the police if the women did not se 
jure a permit. 
The demonstration was styled 
“ a 
iemonstration against 
the adminis­ 
tration for delay in passing the Su­ 
san B. Anthony a m endm ent.” 
Flag No Protection 
The meeting did not hav e a chance 
to get under way. 
Just as 
Miss 
Blanche McPherson started to speak 
i policeman placed her 
under a r ­ 
rest. Miss Hazel H un k i n s o f Billings 
Mont., was next to be taken into eus 
today. She was carrying a large Am­ 
erican flag which she insisted upoi 
arrying to police headquarters, but 
it was taken from her.

“ W hat will be the reputation of 
he press if they are forced to spread 
such false reports,” he asked. Meer­ 
feld said that the methods of the 
general command reminded him of 
:he saying that “ under martial law 
ev ery jackass can rule.”

Lava Little Affected by Water. 
The rare observation of the behavioi 
of liquid lava is recorded by Dr. A. L 
Day of the geophysical laboratory ir. 
Washington. On passing into the sea 
the lava, in the eruption of Stromholi 
late in 1015, as well as at Sakurajlrae 
In 1914, was seen to flow under wntei 
without explosive violence, and with 
no sign of disturbance at the water’s 
surface. The lava became enclosed in 
a quickly-cooled porous sheath. 
This 
outer coating of vitreous and seem­ 
ingly flexible lava was sufficiently non­ 
conducting to release the great body 
of internal heat very slowly, the water 
near being warmed only 
a few de­ 
grees.

The Trans- Pacific mail liner Mon­ 
g olia lay for two days in mid ocean, 
help less from an accident in her fiie 
rooms, and then p roceeded on her 
way. 
T h e following are frag m ents 
of an exhaustive and carefully written 
account of th e accident in the ship ’s 
log : 
“At 11 o’clock, p ost meridian, July 
20, 19 t 
; long itude 136 
deg rees 
32 
minutes YV.; latitude 3 deg rees N., 
a 
quantity of escap ing oil in the forward 
fire room. 
When the firemen rushed 
on deck some one g ave the fire alarm. 
In sp ite of the efforts of officers and 
crew a p anic ensued am ong th e p as­ 
seng ers. Second cutter was cast adrift 
p resumably by two steerag e p as sen ­ 
g ers that are missing . 
Hon. J a m e > 
Wellden, barrister, London, first cab­ 
in, m is sin g 
Sup p osed to have fall 
en overboard during the excitement.” 
W hen morning broke on the drift­ 
ing cutter her occup ants studied each 
other curiously. 
The Eng lish jurist 
remembered th e g iant slav and the 
big coarse Italian 
He had seen them 
often am ong the other steerag e p as­ 
seng ers around the break of the fore­ 
castle when he took his daily p rom e­ 
nade. 
The Slav and the Italian turn ­ 
ed to each other, knowing ly. 
This 
was the little man with the side whis­ 
kers th at had 
nodded 
ap p roving ly 
when the m ate kicked and swore a t 
a steerag e p asseng er for failing to ob­ 
serve th e sig n: 
“S T E E R A G E PASSENGERS 
NOT 
A LLO W ED ABAFT THIS NOTICE.” 
And it was quite natural th a t this 
sup erior p erson should even now be in 
the after p art of the boat while they 
found 
themselves forward. 
T here 
was no attem p t at < on\ ersation. 
By 
the frig htened cries that had followed 
their sep aration from the liner the 
men had learned that they all sp oke 
n different lang uag e. 
The sea was as 
smooth as g lass and there was noih- 
ing to be seen but the eternal sun 
and the s ky’s colorless ring . 
It was about the middle of the fore 
noon when the Slav licked his dry 
lip s, swallowed hard several times, 
and leaned toward the water beaker 
and box of sea stores that lay in the 
bottom of the boat. 
But the Italian 
moved at the same time and the two 
men looked at each other. 
From the 
big . w atery, p ale bl ue eyes, and the 
dull, ox-like orbs there flashed a lig ht 
that mig ht blaze between a determ in ­ 
ed hyena and a stubborn jackal over 
the body of a lamb, or a lone w ate r­ 
ing p lace in the desert.

He 
realised that he had been condem n­ 
ed by the hig hest tribun al—a m ajor­ 
ity of the Peop le—-and that th ere was 
no ap p eal. 
His v ote was th e m inor­ 
ity. 
Grasp ing at the last straw, bis ju­ 
dicial mind thoug ht 
of mixing relig ­ 
ion with p olitics— it had 
been done 
to advantag e—so 
keeping 
his 
eyes 
steadily on the 
now on-coming Ital­ 
ian, he made the sign of th e cross on 
his forehead and 
breast. But the black 
browned man 
did 
not 
p ause.

climbed over the last th w art.

would he p lenty of tim e for the Cross. 
It would serve 
when the w ater and 
food were g one. 
Slowly edg ing back until he crouch 
ed up on the g unwale by 
th e 
idly 
swing ing tiller, th e condemned man 
watched his executors advance. Bend- 
to« *p fber, 
hands 
claw- i.ivi, <: 
in ot . 
re­ 
lentlessly on. 
When they p ut their feet tog ether 
on the eoxswian’s 
seat, th e m an on 
the g unwale lifted his face onre to 
p ermitting hea\en, and then, with the 
calmness and deliberation of one g et­ 
ting into bed, let himself over 
the 
stern into the sea. 
Straig htening up the Italian drew 
hack the corners 
of his long 
mouth, 
showing two rows 
Of 
iv ory , 
sharp 
as a dog ’s and 
w hite as milk. 
The 
Slav answered his brother by lifting 
a thick lip from dirty , irregular teeth, 
after the manner of a caged jaguar 
th a t p laces his paw on a hunk of 
bloody meat. 
N either 
man 
could 
wip e away the sm ile. 
The Italian’s 
face stiffened like 
ft ghastly mask 
and the Slav, try as 
he m ight, could 
not bring the upper lip back ov er his 
teeth. 
They sank down 
on the after th w art 
back to back, and sa t long in deadly 
silence. 
Suddenly 
the sa m e thought 
came to both. 
W hirling, 
lig htning - 
like they recoiled 
for an instant at the 
g houlish g rins, and flew at each oth 
er’s throats. 
Long into the night, they foug ht. 
Perfectly matched, neith er could g am 
an 
advantag e, and 
rolling into the 
bottom of the l>oat they strug g led 
feiili ull llto ib perutiou 
of 
all oil* 


Animals looking death in 
the 
face. 
There were no pleas for mercy or a 
truce: no word, curse or cry was ut­ 
tered. 
Once they got throat 
grips 
and choked each other into insensi­ 
bility , bu< they opened their ey es to­ 
gether and fought again. 
U tterly ex ­ 
hausted they lay at tim es with their 
arms twined like affectionate broth­ 
ers. 
Their fearful struggle continued 
thouughout the night and 
both in« ¡i 
were half dead from 
hung er and e x­ 
ertion. 
Tortured 
with 
a 
terrible 
thirst, they 
lay 
with 
their 
heads 
against the w ate r her her and listened 
to the g urg le of the p recious fluid as 
th 
boat rocked 
with their efforts. 
At daylig ht, the 
Slav 
soug ht 
to 
touch the cask, sug g estively, hop ing 
that the Italian would understand to 
declare a truc e until they mig ht both 
drink, but the other, catching the Slav 
off his g uard, seized the hand and bur­ 
ied his teeth in the wrist. 
T h a t sef- 
Hed the w a te r p roblem. 
Roth knew 
that they could not drink tog ether, 
and further that 
whichever 
drank 
first would have the other at his m er­ 
cy. 
So they renewed the ir strug g le« , 
am! the w ater sloshed merrily in the 
beaker. 
On the fourth day the Italian turn­ 
ed to the Cross. 
He tried to whisp er 
an Ave, but not a 
sound 
could 
bo 
wrung front his swollen throat. 
Then 
with his last ounce of streng th, he 
raised his a rm to m ake the sig n of 
the cross. 
But the Slav, throug h his 
fast g azing eyes, saw the op ening , 
and siezed the hand, bit it savag ely. 
A few hours later the Italian died, 
and the Soul of the Slav sand down 
with the other.
